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DUELLING LAW. 


"Pur late trials in New- York un- 
der this law, has called up the important 
queftion of its conftitutionality. After 
long and able difcuffion, it appears, the 
court and jury have added their fanétien to 
that of the legiflature and council of revif. 
iui. Ie may be deemed prefumptious in 
us, to {et up an opinion in oppofitron to 
thectigh authorities by which the law has 
been approved ; fill we muff fay, the law 
appears to us to be unconftitutional. We 
do not feel competent, nor are we inclined 
to enter into any argument on the fubjeé ; 
but we will! fate briefly the reafons for our 
belief. Let it beunderfiood, that we do 
not intend to queftion the expediency or 
jufiice of paffing fevere laws agatnft duel. 
ling ; but we contend that drsfrdachi/e- 
ment ought not to be the punifhment. The 
conftitution of this ftate, declares, * That 
‘* no member of this flate fhall be disiran- 
« chifed, or deprived of any of the rights 
« or privileges fecured to the fubjeéts of 
‘this flute, by the conftitution, unle{s by 
‘the law of the land, or the judgment of 
‘his peers.”” Ie cannox ferioufly be fup, 
pofed that the framers of the conftitution 
intended, by this article, to give to the le- 
giflature the power of pafling laws to de- 
prive any member of the ftate of the elec- 
tive franchife. They muft only have had 
reference to the laws then exifling. Un- 
der the common law, which, was declared 
by the fame conftitution, to be the /aw ofthe 
land, certain crimesare punifhed by distran- 
chilement.

no man can be put in jeopardy twice for 
the fame offence, this flaw in the indié- 
ment would have been jult as good to him 
asa verditt of acquittal.

Astothe ftatement which Mr. Riker’s 
counfel was inftru&ted to make and which 
it is afferted in the Citizen he did make, 
that * his client had no agency in keeping 
witnelfes out of the way,” we fhall not 
contradiét it ; but merely obferve ; That 
at November term, the witnefles were out 
of the way and therefore the caufe could 
not be tried nor a new ind:étment found ; 
at that time the Attorney General took a 
rule on the witneffes to fhew caufe at the 
next term why an attachinent fhould not if- 
fue againft them for not having obeyed the 
fubpoena which had been ferved upon them, 
Asa court of Overand Terminer interven. 
ed between the November and Janvary 


terms, the Attorney General anxious_ta 
dilpofe of the cafe and not to keep Mr. Ri- 


ker in fufpence, again fummoned thefe wit- 
neffes to appear before the Grand Jury, 
Bat they again kept out of the way and it 
was publicly faid they never would ap.

But as the feconds {till 
kept out of the way fo as to avoid giving 
evidence, he propofed to make ufe of Ri- 
ker as a witnefs againft Swartwout for 
Aending him (Riker) a challenge, and then 
of Swartwout as a witne!s againit Riker 
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for accepting a challenge of him (Swart» 
wout,) precifely as had been done at the 
fame Court in the cafes of Pendleton and 
Van Nefs.. Riker was accordingly fent 
before the Grand Jury to give evidence. 
Wien he came there the toreman Ccl. 
Fith, put feveral queftions to him from a 
written paper furntihed him by the Attor- 
ney General. We have taken fome pains 
to procure a copy of thefe queftions as they 
afterwards came belore the court, but 
without foccefs, however that is not ma- 
terial, as will be feen. Mr. Woodworth 
intorms us that the leading and only im- 
portant queftion was in {ubftance if not in 
letter, the following. ‘* Did you ever 
receive a challenge of Robert Swartwout 
to fighta duel ?”’ It wgs put in writing to 
prevent any quibbling on one part or mif- 
take on the other asto itsimport. To the 
furprife of the jary Mr. Riker refufedtoan- 
{wer, alledging that he could not do it 
without criminating bimfelf :—the futility 
ot which every reader, as well as every 
Yawyer muft perceive at once: fince 1t 
would be abfurd to pretend that to receive 
a challenge without accepting it, would 
makeacriminal. Howeverthe Grand Ju- 
ry, in order to be quite correét, fubmitted 
the queflions to the court; the Court de- 
termined and Judge Livingfton delivered 
the opinion ; that the queftions were pro- 
per and that the witnefs muft anfwer them. 
‘The witnefs was again fent to the Grand 
Jury and again he refufed to anfwer; 
thereby fetting at defiance both the Court 
andthe Jury. The Attorney General, it 
is important to obferve, exprefsly offered 
the Jury to prepare the mittimus for com- 
mitting him to prifon for contempt, fhould 
he perfit; he did perfift, andthe Jury in- 
ftead of doing their duty, came into Court 
ard, asis ftated inthe Citizen Communi- 
cation, reported that they had * difpofed 
of the bufinefs in a manner {uitable to their 
Own views ot what was juft and proper.” 
Yes ; it is too true that thisGrand Jury 
were fo forgetful of what was due to the 
public, to the court and to themfelves, 
that with their oaths upon them they thus 
linked a queftion of the greateft magni. 
tude. It does not now lie in their mouths 
to alledge any objeftions againft the law or 
the flatute ; by once putting the gueftions, 
they precluded themfelve’ from faying at- 
terwards they were improper, and there 
was no alternative but to infift on the an- 
fwer.

As foon alterwards as 
the feafon will permit, which is generally 
in February, the fame ground is planted 
with cauliflowers from the frames, as thick 
as if no other crop had then poffeffion of 
the ground. The radifhes, &c. are foon 
fent to market, and when the cauliflowers 
are fo far advanced as to be earthed up, fu- 
par loat cabbages are planted from the a- 
forefaid {eed crops. When thefe are mark- 
eted, the flalks are taken up, the grouud 
cleared and planted with endiveand cetle- 
ry from the aforefaid feed crops, and daily 
as thefe crops are fent to market, the cel- 
lery is cropped tor winter ufe. The gar- 
deners agree in one maxim, to dung plen- 
tifully, to dig the foil well, and to fow 
good feed.

Fleet. ftreet, owned by Mr. Henry York 
and occupied by Mr. Lent Hotchkifs, fup- 
pofed to have been communicated fromthe 


| fove. Before the alarm was- given the

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flames had made fuch progrelfs that the ef. 
forts ot the citizens were un ivailin ,except 
to fave forme af the property from the cel- 
lar of the building in which it o.iginated 
and alfo a part of the furniture contained 
in the adjoining dwelling. houfe,owned by 
Mr John Chatterton, and occupied by Mr. 
Daniels, Baker, aod Mr. Munice, tobacco- 
nift. The itore, dwelling-houfe and an 
old building belonging to Meffrs. Atwater 
and Daggett were confumed; and it is 
probably owing to the fnow ftorm then 
prevailing, which proteéted the roofs of the 
neighbouring houfes, that we have not to 
record a far more extenfive defiru€tion of 
property ; as flakes of fire were continu- 
ally carried vpon them by the wind, and 
the beft exertions of our citizens would 
have been fearcely fnfficient to refcue them 
from the impending ravages, if unaided by 
this circumftance. As it is, the lofs of 
property is confiderable. The principle 
fufferers Meffrs. Hotchkifs ana Chatterton. 

On Thurfday evening about 11 0’clock, 
another alarm was made. The building in 
which the fire originated was fituated on a

** Nothing materia! occurred until che 
31 Dec. being in lat, 15, long. 30, faw 
two fail, one of which proved to be his 
Britannic Majefty’s brig Le Courier, of 
16 guns, capt. Boiworth. The fir fhot 
be fired, I took in my fails—immediately 
hove too—he fired two more guns after I 
hove too. AttwoPp. M. he came up and 
ordered me to hoilt out my boat, and come 
on board with my papers, which I imme- 
diately complied wiih—while getting out 
my boat he fired feveral {mal! arms at me. 





to the officer of the deca—the firit lieuten- 
ant ordered: my men out of the boat, and 
fent other men in; he went on board of 
the Cynthia, drove my mate and all hands

After being on board one hour, (the cap- 
tain fending his fervant up repeatedly to 
interrogate me) he then ordered me down 
the cabin.

By order ot, the French government, 
Sir George Rumbold, the Englifh min. 
ifter to the Circle of Lower Saxony, had 
been feized by an armed French force at 
his houfe near Hamburgh, and conveyedto 
Paris ; but,by the interterence of the king of 
Pruflia, he had been liberated, and had ar- 
rived at London. ‘This arbitrary and oute 
ragious att appears to have roufed Pruffia 
to afeafe of the dangerous tendency of the 
French emperor’s encroachment upon the 
independenceand rights of the neighboring - 
ftates ; and it is faid, the court of Berlin 
has communicated to the fenate of Ham. 
burgh affu. ances on the part of his Pruffian 
majefty of effectual fupport, and his refo- 
Intion to maintain the neutrality of the 
Circle. 

The queflion ef peace and war between 
England and Spain was not fettled. The 
Spanifh minifter continued in London.
